DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant is advised that the Notice of Allowance mailed on June 15, 2004 is 
vacated. If the issue fee has already been paid, applicant may request a refund or 
request that the fee be credited to a deposit account.

The indicated allowability of claims 1-4 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Morris and Mossman. Rejections based on the newly cited 
reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been.obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Morris (4,643,450) in view of Mossman. Morris discloses in the Figure and in the 

specification a speed reading system comprising a plurality of printed sheets, each 

sheet having a vertically extending scan bar 10, printed lines of indicia extending
